THE INDIAN CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATION. 

IL — Tue Subjects, 

Tm a previous article we reviewed the fortunes of 
Imlum earuUdates during the hist live years at the 
Indian Civil Service Examinations, and contended • 
that the new scheme was not altogetlier unlair to them 
jirovided that they avoided the nustake of making 
Mathematics and Science their principal sul>jecfc». 
Since writing a valuable conEnuation of tlie truth of 
our observations luas been found in certain remarks ofa 
writer in a I'ecent number of the Cambridge lievkw. 
lleferring to the rosults of the Civil Service Exami- 
naiion of 1896 he writes ; — A notable feature of the 
Examination i.s the dearth of candidates who take 
Natural Science. No branch of it has been taken by 
any Cambridge man wd)o has gained a first class in the 
Tripos, or treated it as )iis main subject of study. 
And Ui© case is much the same with succasaful candi- 
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dates from other places. Elementary Chemistry and | 
Elementary Physics ie only six out of the whole ! 
number, Higher Chemistry by two, Higher Pl^ysics ! 
by one, Geology by eight, Botany by two, Zoology by 
none, Animal Physiology by none. Matheinaties 
has been severely treated in the Examination, and 
the higliest mark gained by a sucoessful caiulidate 
(21st rWangler) is 1,055/' 

Setting then aisido Mathernatios and Science as 
subjoets of ^s|>eeial diiliculty, we may proeoed in the 
presoiit artiide to review the n‘st./ of t)ie scheme. 
Next, in descending order of difiieultv, (o Matin- 
inatics and Natural Science, are Latin i75U inarl;s) 
and Greek (750). Indian caudidate.s li/irdl\ ever j 
oiler those subjects. We kimvv unlv <>(' two cases bi j 
which Latin was olfered, ami the marks oldaimsl were j 
not very sarisfuetory. Mr. riatei from Sr. Xavitr’s i 
College, Galcnttiv, who was reputed to be a eootl Lritin 
Bcholar, scored only lOo out of 750, wbile Mr, V. X 
D’Souza got 288. Neither ofiered Greek. English 
candidates, howe\er, almost ai! of tlnuu offer botli 
these aubjei’ts, am.l score viuy high marks imlevs! In 
Latin and Gieok, Indian cajulio'ates are di.stiiKdh at j 
a disadvantage in their contest with tlieir Enc'ii^h J 
rivals. For, as the Civil Service ConmiissHmer^ ! 
themselves decduve, the seheme of ttie Ky.auvluution \ 
btiB been made to e\v\\)race vuv>si. of svddeei^ of the \ 
Elonour SeVtools ill tiie Eniver.sities of Great Biitain I 
and Ireland, ‘‘so tliat no candidate who mav lail j 
shouhh to whatever calling he may Itetake Ivimself, ha\'e | 
any reason to regret the time and lahour whi'-lt he } 
has spent in preparing Idmseif t/>be t‘xamimul '* The i 
results justify til e anticipatioiis of the Civil Service | 
Commissioners “ who desiie to avoid all rlisturhanee } 
of the general cour.se of Univei.*^itv sruthuvs. Mie! to I 
render it possible for those, who liave graduated with ! 
Homuirs at tlie Universities, to attend tlie Examina- ! 
lion of the Indian Civil Service with good fUN^spects j 
of success,” iMost of the candidates oH'f'r Latin and 
Greek a.s their |)rineipal subjects, and almost alway-n 
score high marks. 

Of less difhculty than Latin and Greek is English 
Literatuie (500 maiks). Herr; Indian and l/nglish 
candidates are ei|uaHy C}rcuMr.staneed. The examina- } 
tion is not very stdf, Imt English Literature takes 
much time to {>rej)a.re carefully, and Englisli candi- 
dates hardly feel it convenient to Huhstitute English 
for Latin or Greek or other more paving suhiects. 
Moreover, tliere are no very good arrangements at 
the Univerj^ities for candidates takitig up Engli.sh 
Lit€‘rature. Li tins resj^eot Messrs, Wren ami Gur- 
ney's i nstitution compares very favoural»ly with 
the Universities, Englisli Literature notes from Mr. 
Wren’s institution being very Idgldy value<l l)y the 
candidates all over tlio countty, Mr. Atul Chan- 
dra Chatterjee, who headed tl»e ii.st last year, offered 
Euglish Literature, .but was not very sangtiino abotit 
securing Itigh marks.

In Bengal the Dcj.nrtnuuit 
ol Laml Kecords and Agriculture, which was only .start- 
cl in l.s.S.',, recogniKcd .so dearly the necl of (igricui- 
tural empnry that it cmp.loy.jd two of its three a.s.sist- 
ants, who had made a study of agriculture in Eii»land 
lu empiiring iiito the system.s of a few of tiit"most’ 
nniiortant .Jistricts in the iiresi.ieney. Mr. Sen wrote 
a report on the agricuitnre of Dacca, and Mr. Ba.ui 
another on that of L.diardaga. it wa.s not till 1888 
that tile I inpiu'ial Departinent of Agriculture felt itself 
in a p.isition to take up the .pie.stion of impr.ivement 
A thiril conference was held at DdJii^'ind after a .'oo.l 
deal of discuiwion n.s to the necessity of fnrtlmr seiou 
tilie empiiry and the ilc.sirahility of edueation in 
agriculture for the different classes of the Indian coin- 
munity Dr. Voelcker, the Consulting Chemist to the 
Royal Agrumltural .Society of England, was sent at 
Uio end of IkSf) to en.piire into and advi.se upon the 
improvement of Indian agrieulturo. He stayed in 
India a little more than a year, during which ho made 
two tours, and was present at a fourth conference at 
bnnJa in October 1300. The resuliB which tins emi- 
nent specialist arrived at are omhodied in hi.s report 
wliich he publiBhed in 1803. This was submitted to 
a fifth conference at Simla in the same year, and the 
recommondatioua then made have boon Hoparately 
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dmcuwd by a oorniruttee of nelacted oJficerfH at the 
boa<L<juarterH of each province. 

The proceedings of tlio hist tvTO conferences have 
not yet been pablishcd, but we cannot doubt that 
they have contributed greatly to the elearing up of

are in the Bareilly district inferior to tlie Kurmi.s and 
Lodhas. Brahmins and Kajputs are only moderate 
cultivators. Side hy side at the same sp<)t noticeable 
ditieronces present iheurselvcH.

Folio vvi rig the example set 
in France, the village teacher slionld begin l>v direct- 
ing the attention of his pupils to visible and tangible 
objects, which he should make the children see an ! 
feel ; aiKl thus put; them face to face with concrete 
realities, from an intelligent comprehen.^ion of which 
they will be led, by a grml ual exercise of their reason- 
ing faculties, to tlie formatiou of abstract ideas. 
The maps, lesson sheets, and reading V)ooks, emph>ved 
in a course of elementary instruction, suita!>le for 
X illage schools, should all deal with subjects familiar 
to the |)Upils, The geography teaching should begin 
with the study* of the geogi'aphy of the school crirn- 
pound and of the village. Tlie teacher mav l)cgui bv 
explaining tiio map first of the sehool fu’emi.ses next 
of the group of luuises ifi the neigh})ourljor)d of the 
school or of their own dwellifigs; and then the limits 
of the estates by whicli they are surrounded ; maps 
such as are readily procurable, in almost everv pr**- 
vinee of India. Pictorial lesson charts should be 
prepared to illvi.strate ol>jccts sucli as the plants atel 
the insects d^-struetive fo them ^dutdi can ho found in 
tlie neiglibouring fields. The reading ]>rimers sIiotiI^I 
contain lessons descriptive of subjects wbicli are m>t 
merely fauuliar to the juipil Imt likely to l»e of 
|>raclica] interest to him in after-life ; the diseases 
to whieli cattle are liable, the connection betwe-oi 
epidemics and want of sanitary precantions. ami the 
elementary facts of botanical science. Every culti- 
vat«u- should be taught to understand tl^e meaning of 
entries in a cadastral map. He slnmld have a pro)>er 
acquaintance with the system of ninVI accounts, and 
sbonld he able to read and c^uuprehend the of!i<‘ia] 
land rec^'rds. For tliese purposes he shoviM recpiv e 
instruction in drawing, arithmetic, and such .simple 
sui*veying and mensuration as can easilv be taught to 
any boy. P>ut in order that teachers in village sclmols 
be qualified to give a practical tuiui to rural education 
they mu.st themselves he pro])er!y taught, and for 
this purpose agricultural instruction must be given 
in the normal schools, and reforms must be gradually 
introduced into the curriculum of high schools and 
colleges. To begin with, provision should be made 
for the special instruction of teachers in agriculture 
80 that they may obtain sufRcicnt knowledge of the 
subject to teach it to their pupils. In the second 
place the XJnivetsitieH can certainly do something to 
recognise the clftboe of agriculture. Like geology it 
might he made a swbject of examination for the B. A. 
degree* or ajpectal diploma in the subject might be 
granted, as is done by the University of Bombay. 
Above all the Government can help by making 
agriculture a compulsory subject in all competitive 
examinations for the subordinate executive service, 
and for the executive bmnehea of the provincial ser- 
vice, In short ev0r;5r available means should be used 
to bring the matter mW *promi^ and to show an 


unsympathetic public that agriculture is as honour- 
able an occupation as lawq mcdicino, or engineering. 

In Bengal the circumstances aie no doubt pecuHar. 
Here the enquiiy wliicli muist precede all improve- 
ment has hardly even been licgun. Tliere are no 
c.adastral maps of lower Bengal, ii») recordn or informa- 
tion upon whieh to ba^^e reforms. It is in Bengal too 
tl>at tlie need for refV>!‘m in ihe least urgent. Crojm 
like rice or jute retjuini little skill to grow thenv, and 
Motluu' GatJges iavislies upon her youngent and most 
favoured child the t\v(> great re(]uiHife.s of agriculture, 
w'ater and manurte Still tliestf conHideiations ylo not 
touch tlie arguments in favour of agricultuialising 
piimary educatit>n, aovl we trust that steps will be at 
once taken in tiiis direot/o)n. lonviy-estiildish- 

cd agricultural class at Seeijpfuv should pr:>vide for 
the training of teachers in |fiimary schools, as is 
already dom* at Nag|jin*, An agri<adtural primer is 
already in use, Init there is a manifie-t necessity of a 
great many inoie lextdH.«id<s on the suhjeel. The 
University and tlie ( li.vi'rinnenl sleruld als<> beatjr 
themselves in favour rd* t.ie,- cause m the vvay,s already 
indicMtiel »Such reburus as luive advocated are 
not very ditlicult. and sundy might in* begun without 
further tliscuHsion.

His 
rihilosophical knowledge again, aesjuired at the Indian 
universities, will have to he very considerahly Im- 
proverl Indore he wdll have any clianee of scoring 
high rnarkH. He has acquired no knowledge of Eng- 
lish Law, nor of Political Sciemro. He^ cannot take 
up I’rench, or German, or Latin, or Greek, or Roman 
Liiw, for he is ignorant of the European languages, 
modern and ancient. * 

And yet the prospect before live Indian candi- 
date is not so gloomy as It might he. The New 
Regulations prescribe a scheme of examination emi- 
nently adapted to the attainments of graduates at 
the Engliah Universities : so far the graduates of the 
English tJnSvemties have a distinct advantage over 



their Indian rivals. At the same time, the scheme 
of the open competitive examiimlifjn embtaces 
suhjects wldch are not only paying, but wliich can 
he, tinder proper arr intjemenU, which do not cxiH at 
preMul, taught to Indian candidates from here, with 
very goofi prospects of their suceesH at iliy exami-

Lastly, when a candidate is judged 
BUfflcieutly advnnce<h he may l)e sent to Euglami for 
a final revision extending over a year immediately 
preceding the examination — an immense saving in ci>st 
and labour. Such a measure is also recommendc<l by 
other practical considerations relative to the morals of 
Indian students in London or any other large city, 

So long 03 an annual simultaneous examination 
for adiiussion into tlie Indian (.jivil St'trvii'e is iiot 
held in England and India, it i.s .svirolv desirable that 
steps be taken in India itself to inipiove t]\e clmrifes 
of sucees.s ut intending Indian canditlai.es at tlu" firsi 
examination, tbe open competiiiv'e test htdd aiinualU' 
in London; and sotur tbo "‘objection to a. system wliich 
imposes upon Indian paieiits a vei v licnvy, and so 
often prohibitive, tine in order tliat their .sons mar 
have a chit nee oi .success at fdu' first f.xamination 
(liuluir^ iSoreviber, 18 fh)} might l>e removed bu ail 
practical purposes by tlu* Indian |)ublic thetnselves. 
It an organisation like tluit to winch nvo luiN e referred 
in tlte last precedin^^ paragra{)li la; pioperl> wtakcib 
it would pioduce tar-reaching effects in more wavs 
than one. As hinted in a previous atriele on tic' 
subject, it wdll exert a direct influenee on the imnho.is 
of the luiiversity. I have tried to make it abunde.ntiv 
clear that thoroiighiie^H of prep.aration is tlie one thinVf 
needful to an Indian Civil Service caiidirlutc ceunpin ing 
with the very flower of the English vouth in the 
L ni versi ticH, If that be so, training in liteiia 
to be of any value must come up to the level of the 
training given at the English Uni versities. I Indd 
witli Mr. Oscar Browning, Mr. Atiil Cdiander C.;hat- 
teijee’s col lege tutor, tliat Mr. Chattorjee ceuhi i,ot have 
done what he lias done if he had renmiruK] in his own 
couTitry, for the simple (thougli not always properly 
understood) reason tliat the training at the Imiian 
Universitie.s falls far sliort of what It ought to be. 
o.r miglit be ; ami to tins Mj“. Chatterjee, one of tlio 
disting uisheri graduati*.s of an Indian University 
itself, will be able to testify. It come.s to this, tlion, 
that an institution in India which will aim at training 
Indian c^indidates tor the open competitive examina^ 
tion in Loiulon must 'work on lines different from those • 
of the Induui Universitie.s ; in oUier word.s must ado}>t • 
the methoda of imparting imstruction of tin* older I 
English Uni vei^si ties. In that way it might be ex- ! 
pected that by the inliuence of a liealthy rivalry, the i 
Universities themselves here would bo silently ' 
moulded and would approximate to what i.s best and 
enduring in the types of the Universities in the 
United Kingdom, This would be no small gain. 
Looked at from this point of view, the ^luestioii of 
starting an organisation in India for the training of 
candidates for the Indian Civil Service assume.^ in 
my eyes, importance which i^ not easy to exaggerate; 
for it concerns, political cotmi derations apart, the 
higher intellectual life of the nation at large. To 
wait till we could persuade the ErtgHsh people to 
grant us ‘Uimultaneop exaininaiiens ” would be to 
miss the larger education^ Issues involved; and even 




politically cotiHiJercd, the way to “ sitiiultaiicotta 
examinations” would have bwnjmvod when we could 
have shown, as Sir William Markhy hoixjs to see, that 
“wo could fully etiiiip ourselves for the Civil Service 
j competition without the neces.sity of passing a single 
day in Europe e.xcept what is just nt'cessary in order 
to appear nt, the examiimlion.''

The winter s^fMifs/rc generany begins in October and ends in 
March, with ft short recess for the Christmas, while the •ummer 
smriffrs begins in April and ends in June. It is very aliort, but 
it is also %'ery sweet. Then follows the long vacaiioti which ex- 
tends over July, August a»nl S*:*ptcmbcr, nod during which Ger- 
man students often underUke long foot-excursimi« which is 
mtofher pleasant feature of the German University life. And chore 
are such charming places too in Germany for these long pedefftriaQ 
tours. These pefleatrimi tours, a« a rule, cost very little 
especially on tlie lUiine.

I now proceed to give you a short sketch of how a degree is 
taken in (Germany. As T liave already said there are fi*ur 
FaenUiea in « G erman University : Theologv, diiriKpnidenoe. 
Medicine and Plii(OsS(«phy, and conseiiuently ti»ere are four <le2ree« 
corresp ruling to these ft»ur Faculties rhese deg»a*t»s are : 
Doctor TheoliJgife, Doctor Juria, Doidor Me<ltci»»a’ an*! D<»clv>r 
l‘hihwophii». This Doctor Philosophito is the (lerman degree 
par excelltHce and ts ptipulurly known a» Pri.D. It som'*vhat 
corresponds to ih ' Arts <iegree iti tlic E»»j:lish lJuiv**r«itien. 

A conditio eine qua non to obtain tliis degree is a Thesis or 
dissertation, opening up a new line of research, or atlding 
some fresh knowledj^e in any of ihc three Huhjt*cts voii have 
taken up «» your speciality. 'Miis 'Thesis must tuniaist of at 
least fiO octavo pages. It must be full of pnriiculrr fucta and 
figures which ♦ xpinin and elucidate the muin llutne. nod inav 
contaiu a» few general reminks as possihh*. The style should he 
acverely gimple, each word a fact, and ns ilevoid of rhet' ric ns it 
can be. Formerly a 'I’hesis bad invariably t«* he written in 
Datin, bui now-a-dnys it is permuted to foreigners to write in 
German or even in Thvglisli. The chief point about a Thfixix is 
tiiat it Rhould add some fresh knowledge — be it ever so little — 
tiie stock of Eurofn-an s' leuce and b*’ accepterl as such hy the 
Faculty. A book of Essays full of geuoralities would not be : 
accepted as a 77i«su, oven though the essayist be an Addi-i^on or j 
a M&oaulay. 

But before ynur Thexie is accepted and you are let in for the 
other tests, you must in the first phnu* prt»ve to tlie satisfaction 
of the Semite and th<‘ Bector of the Universitv that you have 
kept at least 10 terms in one or sever d of tin* affiliated T'uiver«iti''S, 
that you have <biriu‘i each x^mextre attended the minimum course 
<»f lecture® prescribed by the University laws (six l+»ctare.»i I believe 
is the minimum), tliat there has during these five years transpire<l 
nothing against your moral character, and that von euarauteo as 
H gentleman and a Christiun I’or a Buddhist ora Hindu, a Parsec, 
u MnUouaediiu ! that ilie Thixix is entirely your own work, the 
pftwiuot of your own industry and inveatijyatiou. These prelimi« 
nariei settled, the Dean of the Faculty you b^doufj to circulates 
yotir TA«*rs amongst the professors, each of whom gives his own 
individual opinion about it This may take a month or even more. 

If the majoriiy of the professors pronounce in your favour, you are 
informed that, your Thexix has been accepted by the Faculty, and 
that now you will be permitted to go through the other oral and 
written tests. For these dates are fixed, and it rest** partly with 
youraelf how soon or how bite these tests are to be. You may take j 
two montbs if yon like to go through it all. The tests that follow !' 
the Thiiis are mostly written except one which is oral You : 
bava to write your answers to these teats in the Aulaot the Senate ; 
Hall, and if the quest ions be inch a» need copious references you | 
are even allowed to make use of the Univeriity library. After yon | 
bavepasaed through all these various tests on all the three subjeots < 
and their collateral branches, you arrive at the last, but by no 
maans the least, of the tests vou hove to undergo before you ar-a ! 
tlnJiibed ft Doctor of Pltilosophy. This examlnatf on is held niv& i 
before the assembled conclave of all the professors and even j 
of fNiffeet strangers of learning and distinctinn, alt of whom i 
Ithve a right to put to you ah? qneations they like.

! A REVISING BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 

i I'he EntrATice, F. A., and B. A. Exaniinatioins have 
come and gone; and this \ear, as m former years, 

. ciiticisins have been freely passed upon the questions 
asked in some of the papers The need for some 
; means of revision seen\8 U) be as urgent as over. The 
j difficulties in the wa^ are undoubtediy very great, 
I attd the other day, \^mcn a scheme for a Revising 
j Board of Exaaiinei'S vvas brought befom the Senate. 
1 it was thought uecessarv to refer it back to the Com- 
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mittee by which it had been prepared for reYisiv>a 
and further elaboration. The matter h, therciore, 
Still under consideration. 

According to the present .system, no one who 
teaches a subject is ailowed to set papers in that sul)- 
Ject, a rule wliich at tirst sight aecais contrary ioctoio 
mon sense. In selecting men to <lo any work it i< 
an obvious rule to take the tittost. Now no one can 
be so competent to examine in any subject its tlic 
man who has l)een teaching it, and ret*cnilv tcacli- 
ing it. The main points arc fresh in his mimi ; 
he knows wliere the dithculties are to be found, 
and ho knows what kind of (jucstimrs are iikriy 
to elicit intelligent answers from the examinees. 
It mioht be argued d priori that examinatior\ is tiuj 
inverse process to that ot teaching, just as ]ntegratn>u 
is to tViat of diirerentiation, and that no one shoo id 
attempt the inverse process wlio is mu familiar \vi;h 
the direct one. Or we miglit turn tu experience, and 
quote numerons cases of inapt, fo-disli, ami even im- 
possible questions. It seems unfair tn declare that 
no teachers are to be trusted to st’t papms V’-v'causc 
one or two aie supposed to have made an vuifair use 
of their opportunities. If there are no tcacfiers lit to 
set papers in the University, tlien tlicrc is no one lit 
to Bet papers, and the whole examination systrun is 
doomed to failure. Lastly, it lias been saidi, if it i.s 
necessary tliat one wlio lias set a paper in any sidject 
sliall ccasc to teacli the subject, thcr> it would fie well 
to abandon the system of sending the ]>apers to Eng- 
land to be printed. If the papers were printed in 
India, they might be set in November or December 
when the work of teaching is practically over. 

The opponent has his answer to all this ready. 
He W'ill declare at ottee that it is quite im]»racf.ieahle 
to print the papers in India, and lie will reiteruie that 
it is quite impossible that the same man sliouM s«.‘t ai 
paper in a subject and continue to teaeh it. Tlds i.s 
not a qucBtion of tlie honesty or inoial i^ualihcations 
of the teacher-examiner. Tlie combination of the two 
functions is a psycliological impoBsibility. If, liaving 
set the questions, the examiner continues to teach, lie 
must cither act unfairly towarfls his pujiils or towards 
those who are not his pupils. Either he will avoid 
the cpiestions ho has set, which wdll certainly be in- 
juring those he is teaching. or ho will deal carefully 
with the questions, and this will be an iTijury to those 
whom he does not liapipen to teach. The fact that the 
examiner teaches will also be a hindrance to all 
other teachers of that subject. .For their pupils will 
pay little attention to them, and wdli do nothing but 
seek for hints from the favoured pupils of the exam- 
iner. The UniverBity has, therefore, decided wdsely. 
If it should now decide to submit the papers to a 
revising board consisting of teachers, it would bo stul- 
tifying itself. Having excluded the teacher by the 
front door, it would be letting him in by the back. 

It appears, then, that the University is committed 
to the view that those who sot ^papers in a subject 
must not also teach it. It also appears the University 
desires some machinery for the purpose of revising 
the papers. The difficulty is to decide what shall be 
the constitution of the revising board. In the 


scheme submitted to the Senate, the revising 
board was evidently intended to do very btile, 
and to flo it ns quickly as possible. But fturidy 
such a reviBing boaid would be a mere Bham. The 
reviHing board, if it is to do any good, must work 
hard, and be wtdl |)aid. It must consist of men wlio 
are, as fai* as may be, ox|>erttt in the varioUK Hubjects, 
wlio have taught the .sul jects, but are not mnv engag- 
ed in teaehing tluuu. Sm'h men tuay be ddlieult to 
get, but BO arc all good ilungs. It shmild Itc the 
>Yi,sdom of the I niversity to .sutiuount tliese ditlicub 
ties. To make the matter easier, it would be iin well 
to change the su bjecis, text books, and examiners, 
as little a possible. If the suljis'ts and tcxt-beniks 
remain the same, it will he easitu- to tind cxaminerH 
and revihCT'- who are familiar will ibem. 11 the exa- 
luiner.H remain uneltangcai, thov vv ili soiUJ bo ai»le to 
learn wimt kind of jeipcrs tlie University vh sires them 
to set. Lastly, even if the revibitig lM,etril did not ron^l^i 
of ex|H:i ts but euily of men ot good g« re. nil ability who 
continued to sit rui the bujiid from veHi to \o ar, it 
coulil uluh-nbredly do a great deal of geod. Nothing 
presents such dilhenUie;> to the t xamiueo as the unex- 
pected : noMiing is moie surgidoing tiian the vagnrhxs 
\!f individual examiners, A revi^odig l^oaril should 
certainly save U'- from e'-eeiitriei(n‘.s i?* the questions, 
and disemnhu't ing variations in tie: length (lud style 
of the papvrs.

As I bavealready said, the audience (ionsisted in.*stlv 

of school-boys and collegians. Most of tliem, at least 
most of those who sat on the back lynches, ,-o,ild not 
Ijossibly have heard Mr. Harwood, and it is .x- 
tremely likely that many of tliein who heard him 
could not possibly have understood him. Tlie style 
of the essay was exceedingly terse and at time.s epi- 
gmmmatical; and it wastoofnliofpomf.sand idio- 
^tic turns of expression, most of which must have 
fallen flat U|>on imcongenial ears. And then the e.ssjiy 
iteelf was a piece of literary critieisin of a .somewliat 
abstruse character; a right understanding of it iianli- 
ed a high degree of culture, and an intimate accpiaiu- 
tauoe with the works of George Eliot; and I fear 
most of the juvenile audience of Mr. Harwo-d did’ 
not possess these two necc-ssary tjuaiifjcations. But. 
yet, they all listened to him with intense and rapt atteii- 
tion. luey kept such a dead silence that vou could 
literally have heard a i.iii fall. It is exceedintlv : 
comforting P) contemplate the patience and the good : 
breeding which our students, as a rule, manifest on ' 
public occasion.s. They have not, certaiidv, deviat«d 
from that gentlemanliness which marked their ance.s- ' 
tors ; and in si-ite of all that is alleged to the contrarv 
they are reallv, in a majority of ca.se.s, a mild, inoHeii- 
sive and docile set, quite willing to render due obedi- 
ence and submi.s.sion wherever and whenever these 
may due. 

I will now turn to the subject-matter of the lecture. 
In an eaiiie.st ami almost outhusiastic manner the 
lecturer pointed out the many beauties of Geor-'e Eliot 
desoribiiig her as an artist, a poet, a iihilosophei , and 
a moral teacher. In a style almost treinulous with 
emotion, the lecturer pointed out how George Eliot

But he qualified his 
hberal share of praise, witii a few words of di.sprni.se 
He ineiitioiied two blemishes, which, if made good 
against George Eliot, would certainly detract from the 
eiic^omiums he had passed upon her. The blemishes 
are as lollows : -

suffeimgB of sin; but she does not bring home to us 
toe joys and the triumphs of virtue. Her Hetty 
Sorreland her Rosamond are perfect pictures, and they 
stand forth ^ terrible warnin^^ against luxury and 
coquetry.

3oma of these Oniveraitiei like Leipzig and Heidelberg are very 
rich, having bet it munificently endowed by king«» prince* and 
noblemen for oeuturiee and {tenerathma. They have often Unda 
and eatatea aitacUetl whoae revenuen not only cover*their own ea- 
p«n»ei btti even leave a margin of profit behind which annuaUy 
adda to the aooumwlatefl Univeraity stmike.

Their Olympic games were famous all over ^e aticieoi world,' 
and those who won the prises were carried over the shoidders of 
their fellows and crowned with laurel wreuibs. They had to go 
through these athletic sp<»rts more or less mked^ hence the 
Greek name gyiwiK/sioa Hence the Greeks who saw tome of our 
Indian fakirg when they came to this country with Alexander, 
called them the gymnogophiiU or the naked philfuniphers. Bui 
the difference between the ancient Greek gymiutsiuma and the 
miMlern German gymnasiums lief in this, that in the latter mental 
irainiug and cultivation hold an eesential, and the mtisqiar a 
subordinate, part, which is just the revetse of what it useif to be 
the case in the ancient Greek institutions. This training and 
culture are, as I hsve just hinted, a sort of jweparatory course for 
the Uiiiversities.

Moreover in the uiatier of psychologictd experiment the infant 
is a much more boptdul subject than the adult in whom habits of 
deliberation often interfere with proper fixation ot the aensarT- 
motor comiectioii. Great J^ aro these theoretical advaiHages, ihe 
practical aspect of child psychology is hardly of hf«s importauoe. 
it ia being more and mork recognixerl every day that an iguo. 
rant rufe-of-thiimb system of education is very largely auswerahk 
fnr UMtuy a blighfed career, rhe rearing <*f chtldveu, hitherto 
oouaidered to be aucli a iimple affair, is assummg the form of a 
jdaoineuinna problem, and intelligent men have come to see that 
a clear Uiaight into Chlhl nature aut the working of child thought

But i^reat »» are the advantages which might be expected from 
aimietiitho study of infant psychology, we must not blind <Hirselvc« 
t0 the mimifohi diilicuUies which beset the |hith of the infa»>t 
peyehologbt, ami which must be overcome before he can proceed 
tar and with profit in his way. The difricuUiea arise both from 
the obaraoter <’f the study ami the want of a proper method. As 
regartis tins latter respect, an obvious distinctiou is to he notieed 
between the tWi» bot»kfl before us, Wiule Mr. Sully has p»it before 
himself the less ambitious ta.«ik of setting fu th certain aspect.^ «»f 
children's uiiiuis iilnstratiug the growth and development ibc 
imagination, reason, the moral seuHe and so on, Mr. Hahlwiu, 
has made a systematic aileinjtt to work out « theory of mentnl 
development in the child. He clnims further to have found out a 
better methi>d of conducting psychological cx[>ef imcnts by memm 
of arm movements It U not necessary to cuter into « detailed 
examiruition as to how fur Mr. BaKhtinV criticism of the ctn-reut 
theory of development has been successful. It might suflicc to 
point out that the current account *d‘ the correspondence (b**th 
organic and psychological) between the d».n*eiopment in the race 
and in the iiidividual has Mr. Muldwitds support. The funda- 
mental difierence emphusize<i by him is about tbe nature of the 
first organic adiiptatiot., which, aocortfing to him, U ‘phylogenetic/ 
whereas the current theory in his view inaken it out to l»e onto- 
genetic." Now, whether ‘Mr. Baldwin has been able to make out 
a case for hiiUsSelf or not, it might well be asked whether a r^re- 
existing hypothesis is or is not necessary in (uder to aruve at any 
definite results. It is (|uesti-u,ablc bow far an uUra comlran 
exclusion of all theorising would Huccessfuily overcome the multi- 
farious difficulties with which the infuuf-psychologHt is sunoiuul- 
ed. “ The interpretation of the * psychoses ’ of animal-*. savages, 
and iiifaiiix,” says Mr. Willimu diunes,* “is necessarily wi'hl 
work, in which the personal equatiofi of tlie investigator has 
thingi very much its owii way .... A ciiihl will be a**sum- 
ed without seU-consoiousueas beortuse be talks of himstdf in the 
third person and no rules cun be laid down in advance. Compa- 
rative observation to be <letinite, luu.st usvjnlly be made to rest 
some pre-existing hypothesis, and tiie only thing ihcr».» is to use 
as much sagacity as you possess and to he ns candid as you cun." 

Notwith.stHndiug ihe laudable attempts which have hitherto been 
made, we might scaieely be said as y*^t to possess « th<»r*>ugh-go- 
iug science of infant psycliology. It must be acknowholgedi bow- 
ever,ihat infonuntion on the subject has grown with grout iu|>ulity; 
ftiid judging from tin* two books under review, it is not likely that 
there will be any check to its growth. Meanwhile our renders 
will find it quite worth their whiles * to dip llseir noses ’ with the 
two volumes, whicii the stn-ient will iiuve no difficulty in putting 
Up with th • scvei rji graces ot Mr. Bitld win's work. Tlie laym in 
would perhaps find .\lr. bully’s book more delightful reeling — uh 
deli^litlul aim<>st as a nevcl, which is no common compliment fijr 
a work on psychology.

W« are sorry we have not space enough to do justice to this 
book. It prequmnds a scheme of educatitnml reform so radical, 
and opens issues which me so very contested, that this review 
would swell into u long article if we were to attempt anything 
more than giving n short abstract of tlie author’s ideas. 

It would be hardly unfair to say that the Kutional Edneutiou 
advocated here coiisiats in giving “ practical ami manual training’' 
with the ftubstit ution of mo dern languages (especially English) 
for Latin and Greek. The author hg^ b^n tlimoughly alurmed 
by “the inroads on our trade made by nations like Germany and 
the Wnited Btates, whose aystem of education deals more with 
applied science than our own" (p. 74).^ 

The present system of iiiftructicm in the public schools of 
Englftfid is, ftocording to our kutho#, obsolete and barmful. It 
fails U> turn out “ men who can deal ably and vigorously with 
things rather than elegantly with words r it fads to develop that

Accouding to a imte by Balm Ram Biahma Sanya! 

read at the lost meeting of tlm 
Asiatic Society of Bengal, there 
can now he seen in the Zoological 
Gardens at Ali[)ore a sight such as 
probably cannot be seen in any other ssoological 
garden " in the world. The picturesque isfond in 
the middle of the brv>adest part of the lental 
water with its wealth of vegetation has, K>* "vny 
years past, been the favourite resort of various k».jds 
of animals. But the aspect of Nature on the island 
has, of late, considerably changed. The ti'ces here 
gradually become more and more bare of leaves, and 
the ground denuded of vegetation, and all this in 
; consequence of the occtipation of the island by large 
Hacks of night herons and latterly of cormorants. 
! In the winter of 1892*53 a few night herons were 
ol^rved on the island, and in November 1893 a 
very large number resorted to the place and stayed 
the whde of the cold season. The next winter a 
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sbU largw n amber came and took complete [>o.«ees8ioti 
of fho island^ and in the following spring iimny 
remained behind Ui breed. AV)out this time a few 
cormorants appeared on the scene. In point of the 
UQU^r of the night herons, the inaxiinotn was 
reached during the cold weather of lb96, when there 
•were about fifteen hundred on the island. Latterly 
cormorants have Injconie a.s conspicuous a feature 
of the place as the night herons. But the must in- 
teresting event i.s the coining of a few simke-birds 
with the corinorant.s last year. It is hoped that thev 
will renew tlieir visit and stay to breed on the island. 
The herons and thecoraiorant.s live together in (he phu c 
somewlmt after the inannor of “ Bu.x and C<'X. Win n 
the oormorante come home at night to roost, t he her ons 
go out to feed; and when the herons reiuin in ih(‘ 
morning, the conu<. rants arc up and oflfoi fond.

The Secretary to H. H, the Mah.a- 
rajah of Rewah di.sputes the orthodox belief that 
Gondi or Gondani is derived from the Dravidian or 
some other non- Aryan language. “ Tiiis might he the 
c&se with the Gondi of the Central Provinces. But the 
dialect spoken by the Gond.s of Rewah is not the non- 
Aryan dialect which their bi’ethren use in the Central 
Province.s. They, as well as other tribe.s, namely Kols. 
Baigas, &c., mostly ot alioriginal de.scent, iuhabitino 
the .southern portion of Rewah, on the other side rd’ 
the Kyinore, .s|ieak what represent.s the widest devia- 
tion from the Baghel dialect in the State. ”

PnoFESSOK Stuaut, in course of his inaugural ad- 
dress at the Conference of the Tea- 
Ouild, made some very caustic 
niktiona remarks about tlie mischievousness 

of emmming, which is encouraged by 
the present defective systems of examinations and the 
uselessness of our present methods of studying litera- 
ture. Probably he exaggerates thing.s a bit, but all will 
agree with him when lie sayvS that in literature our 
object should rather be ** to fire a boy's mind with the 

f ;reat coficeptionB of great minds which have gone be- 
ore him,*’ while, m a matter of fact, we are apt to con- 
vert his study of iitemture into a study of philology, 
confining the reader’s attention merely to the wordt* 
au<l the grammar. What he says about the real end 
and nature of educatioii has so, much force and appli- 
cability to the state of tbingB existing in Indie, and 
needi^ so cpiistantly rememljered, that we gladly make 
room to 

For my part, I deny that education consists in the 
imparting of facts. Education is a process of mental 
gymnastics. It is a traidiug, and not a packing of so 


much information in a given time or space. I remember 
Professor Fawcett telling me that he had absolutely 
forgotten all tlie mathenmtics he had ever learued,~he 
took a high mathematical degree-^ but he said he did 
not on that account regret the years he had sjnmt in 
learning them. The mental habits they Imd cieated 
still remained with him, and were of ineMtimaU© 
value.”

CALCUTTA, ITS ORIGIN AND GROWTH. 

{By Bholanath Chunder.) 

♦t year's liter. W’nlter Hamilton gives 

the following account of Calcutta Tim i.rcscnt 
f village apipertaining to the lii.striet 
01 JNadiya, the houses of which were scatteie'i alwut 
in clusters of ten or twelve each, and the iuhahitante 
were chiefly husbandmen, A f(iie,st existed to the 
fiouthward of Chandpal Ghat, which was afterward.s 
removed by degrees. Between Kluderpur and the 
forest were two villages, whose iidiabiinnts were 
invited to settle in Calcutta by the ancient family 
of the Setts, who were at timt time merchants of 
great note and very instrumental in bringing Calcutta 
into the form of a town. There are still inhabitants 
alive who recollect a creek, which extendo<i from 
C landpal Ghat to Bahaghat, and who say that the 
dram before the Govornmerit House i.s where it took 
Its wurse. To the south of Baitakkhana there wa.s a 
i 9 (>T V continuation of this cieek In 

1717 there was a small village of straggling houses 
surrounded by puddles of water on the site of 
Chownngi. The Esplanade and Fort William were 
a complete jungle interspersed with a few huts and 
small pieces of grazing and nrahie land.s. Calcutta 
then extended to the Cliitpur Bridge, but the interven- 
ing space consisted of ground covered with jungle" 
Towards the end of 1717 the emba.ssy sent ' in 
1715, returned from the Court of Delhi' procuring 
many important privilege.s. The " degree of freedom 
and security enjoyed in Calcutta after the return of that 
^baffiy was unknown to tlie otlier subjects of the 
Mogul Empire, and tliat city, in consequence, increased ' 
yearly m extent, beauty and riches.” In ten yeans 
Its growth is described a,s folIow,s.—-SHCce8s nro’- 
cured new adventurers ; and be.sides a number of 
English private mercliants licensed by the Company 
Calcutta was in a short time peopled by Portimnese’ 
Armenian, Mogul, and Hindu merchants, who carried' ■ 
on fh®ir commerce under the protection of the i 
English flag : thus the shipping belonging to the port i 
amounted to ten thoinsand tons; and many individuals 
amassed fortunes without injuring the Company's ’ 
trade, or incurring the di-spleasure of the Mogul 
Gbyernmont.” . ® 

Id describe it a little more particularly, the town 
became distinctly divided into the Native and 
European towns. The Natife town rose half a mile 
te the nbrth of the old Fort on the site of the present 
Custom House. It spread cliiefly along the river 
from Banstola to Baugbazar, and' inland to the east

THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE BENGALEE 
LITERATURE. 

(By Jnan Chandra Rai, «, a .) 

Thk atteinjit recently mode to iutrxluce Bcngale,? 
m the eiirricuium of studies prescribed for the Higler 
Examinations of the I'nivcrsityUnd the establishinent 
Ota soeieiv called Bst.ga .Snhilva Patishad" 

^ whose ..l.iect is to promote the devclo'pmcnt of Hie 
. national iiteialurc in all its hranclK-s. prove beyond 
j limt our countrymen have at last begun to 

j perceive the importance of improving our national 
iteratiiie which is one o) the most t-owcifu) meams 
i to rai.se the moral and iiiteih ero.al .standani of our 
; people. I ho upper classes of our country may 
; enrich their mind hy the study of Western science 
I and literature, but the masses and the women, among 
. wltoin education is ,s,)readir.g rapidly, must depend 
; for then- intellectual recreation upon hooks, written 
: in their vernacular language.s. Hence i. 
j absolute importance for the moral and intellectual 
: culture of our ladies and of the lower orders of our 
countrymen, that there slmuld he a cheap and whole- 
some iitruaturc available to them, which they mav 
read with profit, when they have time or leisui'e. 

JNow It IS a well-known fact that Bengal is not in 
ivant of cheap litor.dure. The enterprising piibiish- 
ers ol burtoia, which may be called our “Fleet 
btrect, are turning out every year hundrotls and 
tliousands td dramas, stories, pamphlets and leaflets 
which are hawked ahiuit in the .streets and eagerly 
rend hy thousamis of our countrymen, especially 
among the weaker sex. Unfortunately the hooks, cir- 
Ciliated horn ilioHe quarters, are written in a very bad 
taste and exercise a most periricioiis influence uiion 
peo{de, who care to read them. There are a few ex- 
ceptions to this rule, such for instance as the beautiful 
translations of Rainayanaand Maliahharata try Kritti- 
bas and Kasi Ram l)a.s which, for simplicity of 
language and purity of thoughts, are not surpassed 
bjf any book written in any language. They are still 
widely read among the masses, and it is not an 
uncommon thing in a village in Bengal to come 
across a crowd listening attentively to some one 
reading those books in a loud voice. The transla- 
tion ot Bamayana and Maliahharata by Krittibas 
and East Ram Dos have exercised os powerful an 
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influence in Bengal m the pubticetion of the EngliHh 
tranelatioii of the Bible did in Bnglanci This fact 
ghowe, that if we can create a cheap and a healthy 
literature for our manses, they will avail thomnelvcH 
of it and elevate tlieir character.

Even before British coinjuest^ the Bengalis had 
a rich national iitcrature of thoir own. Rea/iers (>( 
that admirahle H istory of Bengalee Literature written 
by Baboo Dinc'sh (^^hambu Sen, of wliich the fir t 
voltnno has recently l^een inilili^hed, are aware of 
tire wonderful dr?v<do|Hnent of our national liuoa 
turc before tlic Br itislr period. in poetry th< \ 
made great jrrogicas. The Bengalee prose owes 
itH origin to tin* reform nrovement of Chaitvana. 
just as tire English pros<^ began to grow wiili 
the Lollard nmvement of Wycliff Tiio study of 
Englinh has exerci.seii^ a powerful influence tovvar<}- 
the (levelupmcnt of our national liteniture.

In llistorv, the only" work of 
importance, as far as we are awaro, is the history of 
the Sepoy War by Pundit llajani .Kanto Gupta 
It seeins that it is our national defect. Even tie' 
Sanskrit literature, wliich i.s so rich in every sj>eci<‘s 
of composition, can boast of only one w.irk whicli 
can truly called a history, ie , the Rajlarangini, 

Works of travel, yvdiich in west(M*n covin triCvS form 
the Htaple rea<iing among the masses next to fiction, 
do not find much favour in Bengal. With the ninglo 
exception of the admirable letters* of Rabindra Tsoth 
Tagore, giving an account of his English travels, wo 
are not aware of any popular books in the Bengalee 
language giving an account of Foreign Countries. 
But the Bengalees are a home stay ing people ; they 
have not as yet produced a Nansen or a Stanley, atul 


it cannot therefore be expected that such literature 
should have much attraction for the peojile in this 
country, 

Bei>ga1ee literature is also very poor in works relat- 
ing to Mathematics and Science, not becauHc the 
Bengalee mind is not caj>able of pursiiing original 
reflearclics in tho^e ab.stru.se sulyeeta. The insthe- 
rnatical rescandies of Ashutosh Mukhopodhya and the 
original inventions of Dr, Jagadislj C hand m Bose have 
conclusively |>roved that if profier opportunities are 
given, the BetrgJilees can <lo real work in these depart- 
ments of learmng. Tire r<?aHon why good books are 
not written in those Hribjects, is that those who havo 
tlie eafuicitv to understand those subjects read the 
Efigtisb seier^titie books. But the essays of Professor 
Haiueirdta Sundar Triv<?<b in tin? leading Bengalee 
inagazincH show that HCientitic faet» can be clearly 
explaiuevi la our language, which luks got a rich 
v(»cabulaiy- 

Periodical literature plays a very important part 
in tliese <]ays in the western countries as being the 
medium for tlie expre.ssion of the latest ideas and 
though ts of the learned to the general [Hiblic. The 
Bengalee niaga/dnes, havo also dorm a grexyt <ieal for 
thc‘ itu|U'ovt;ment of our literature. The ossayH which 
af>peaied in Baiujadar^^ma, Prachar, Bandhab, Nava- 
jibun, are storcdiouscs of information and learning. 
Idiose magazrne'^ have ceased to exist, but their places 
are \v<>rthly taken by Sahitj/a. am! Bharat i. Ail the 
current topies of the day ate discussed in these reviews, 
in a style worthy of the be.st articles of the N'hieieenth 
Crntnri, C'intrrnporarj/ and F^yrt ulgJdbj Reviews. 
But Ibuigal has not yet produced a tirst class magazine 
fo! chihbvn. 

Sathi and MiUnd are the two such magazines, and 
although they arc c *n ducted in a manner that does 
j credit to the pulfiishers, yet there is a great deal of 
I it)om for im[>roveinent. 

I We slmll c uiclude tins lengthy article by some 
suggestions of our own als>ut the i inprovement of our 
literature. Tiro Banga Sahitj/a Parishiui has, if 
1 pro})orly managed, a brill rant an<l useful work before 
I it. It may do for the improvement of our national 
j literature, wliich the Frencli Academy has done for 
the improvement of tire French literature. It .should 
undertake tlie publication of good book.s in our lan- 
guage. Pe(^ple, who vrisli to turn autliors, are not 
generally very rich, and iir tld-s country many people 
oanm)t devote tlremselves to literary work for want of 
funds. In England and in otlver western countries 
there is a great reading public. People there adopt 
literature as a profesion and a mearr.s of earning an 
honourable ii volihood. Term v.S‘ m, V ictoi Hugo, Dickens 
and others have earned a consivlerable fmtiuie by 
their literary productions, but such a .state of thingn 
cannot ha|>pcn in Bengal for some lime to come 
at least. The Stdiifya Ptirishad slmuld try to 
give facilities for tlie publication of works of ap- 
proved merit, when it could not be done for want 
of funds. An attempt fhould also be made to enricli 
our litiorature by translating the best books of Euro- 
pean literature. Let us select a number of books on 
the plan of Sir John Lubbock’s 100 hooka, and trana- 
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late them into our auguaKo. so that the best thought!.

Candidates for .Senior Mcmboiwhip are pro- 
posed and seconded ouly by Senior Members, 
and are elected at a met'ting of tl>e General 
Committee. Teachers in any institution affiliated 
to the Calcutta University or any wdio are 
interested in the welfare of the educated cohi- 
munity of Calcutta may be elected Senior Mem- 
bers of the Institute. 

All Senior Memlx'rs of the Institute pay every 
year in advance a subscrij)tion of not less than 
two rupees. All Graduate and Uriilergraduate 
members must pay in advatice nut less than 
one rupee a year.

Education, tracing out how slowly but, steatlily the 
eurrioulum of studies has gon.; on e.xpanding in course 
of time in the two great sister Univereitic»--Oxford 
and Cambridgo, and how closelj' they liave iollowed 
each other's coxatnple, ea<'h atfecting the other in turn. 
Thus, about 1S:17 in both the Universities the regular 
studies were Theology, Law^ Medicine and the Classics, 
and the Mathematics. We timl no mention of History, 
or of Natuial Science, or the Modern Languages ; 
and even among the subjects included within the 
regular eoiuse, Classics and Mathematics were evory- 
thing. ami the other suljeets comparatively nothing. 
The Modern History School, which seems to be the 
most popular school at Oxford at the |>resent moment, 
and which certainly aflbrds splendid <>pp<wtunitios 
for the making of a good man and a gooil citizen, was 
lirst instituted in D^53. But it was then mixed up 
1 with Law, and the two branches were not separated 
! and made two schools of till 187-. while at Cam- 
i bridge wo find the Lawi Tripos introduced in 1858, 
i Modern History added in 1870, and separated in 
!i875. 
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When we look to the students leaving aside the 
i|ueBtioii of the subjects of study, we meet with the 
same gratifying tale of expansion and lil)erali8ation. 
To those who have not their Macaulay at their Hngers* 
end, it will probably come as a surprise that till only 
the other day Dissenters were liot admitted to the full 
privileges of an University life. Ami wo in India 
have reasons to be especially tViankful for the reiuo* 
val of these disabilitieH to the liberalising intluonce of 
Her Majesty 's reign. For had the old state of things 
been allowed to continue, it wouhl have been impos- 
sible for our youths, non-Christians m they are. to j >in 
either of thesfi Universities, and to participate in the 
proud privilege of being members of s<>me of tljcold.^st 
and most venerable educational institutitnis in the 
world. 


We must not fail to notice here the recent movement 
i n a u g 1 1 ra te d b tie? Uni e r s i t i t?s . 
."'e nu>an the l^.ive,-«itv extensi.,.. 
lectures; a movement which is i>nly 
in its infancy, but which we venture to think has 
a mighty future before it, seeking as it does to 
place knowledge witliin the reach of thousands wlio 
are only too anxious to receive it. but who are deltar- 
red by circumstances from acquiring it by joining the 
Univemties themselves.

THE CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY INSTITUTE. 

The opening meeting of the New .Session of the 
Calcutta Univei-sity Institute was held on Saturday, 
the 24th July, under the presidency of the Rev. Pi’o- 
tab Chiaidra Mozoomdar, when the Hon’ble Kali 
Chaiau ^nueijee delivei-ed a most interesting and 
instructive speech on Vhe “ New Session.” The bur- 
den of his speech was the duties and responsibilities 
of a collegiate life, and ha aptly began by insisting 
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on ibd absolute need of a total depeudenco on Qod in 
every sphere of action in our life. He also spoke of 
the great UBefu I ness of patience, of constant introspoc- 
iipn and self'-exainination in a scholars life, and he 
(juaintly illustiuted the necessity of combining both 
the analytic and the synthetic method in our studies 
before we can liope to have a hiirly sound knowledge 
of any subject. 

The Hon’ble Justice (looroo Das Bannerjee, in 
addressing the meeting, congratulated the iearne<] 
lecturer on his cdection to tlie Bengal Legislative 
Council, and in his own liappy way went on pointing 
out, how, if tlie Calcutta University has but just 
elected Babu Kali Oharau to helf) tliat aug»ist 
body, the Provincial Legislative Cv>uucil, in tlnrir 
deliberations, W’e luive had the advantage of his 
sound advicii! and hearty co operation ever >ince 
the foundation of the Institute. Justice Bannerjee 
gave us a few instructive hints as to the way litera- 
ture should be stinlied, explaining especially low the 
mere liking for literature, wliieh is eoinmon enouglj 
among all classes, i.s not enougli, — and his exposition 
of the alleg»ry of the destruction of tlie Hindu Ouj>id 
W'as truly iinpresslvo. 

The few wor<ls tliat the Rev. Mr. Mti/.oomdar 
addressed to the meeting went straight to the In-art 
of everybody and madr* a deep iMipression. FiVen tlie 
thrice told tale of the German teacher, unbaring him- 
self before the young men of hi-n class, came from him 
with an im|>ressiveness truly wornlerful. He saivl he 
takes his stand ahsolutely on morality and reminded 
us of the benelicent intluenoe exercised over the minds 
of the younger generation of Oxonians by the life 
and example ot men like Green and Jowett — an inliu- 
ence which, we ho|ie, as he hope.s, ha.s spread as far as 
India, and is affecting us here also. 

The meeting .separated witli a vote of thanks to 
the chair, wliich was proposed l»y Kai Jotindra Nath 
Chaudhuri, uml seconded by l)i\ Nisid Kaiita Chattcr- 
jee. 

A second meeting of the Caicutta University In.stb 
trite was held on Friday, tire 30th July, at f> I*.M , 
when a portrait of the late Rai Bunkim Chandra 
Chatierji BaViarUu* c.i.e., was unveihsl by Babu 
Protab Cliandra Mozoomdar. Tlie proceedings b*‘gan 
with the reading of the Under-So(U’etary’sre|)ort, which 
stated that, at a public meeiing hebl in the Town 
Hall to take steps to iierpetuato the memory of 
Bunkim Chandra in a suitalde manner, Rai Bahadur 
Raj Kumar Sarvadhikari and Mr. C. R. Wilson wore 
elected Joint Secretaries, Of the total amount collected 
for the purpose, a sum of iu|>ee.s one liundred w’as 
given to the Calcutta University Institute for a por- 
trait to be kept in a prominent part of the Hall, and 
Ui 0 remaindor to the University of Calcutta. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Bannerjee, in asking the 
Re v.Proiftb Chandra Mozoomdar^to unveil the portrait, 
spoke of the great work done by Bunkim Chandra in 
infuging vitality into the Bengalee language and em- 
phoBiseu the fact that he nc^adg no monument or 
memorial to peii>ctnate his name ro- 

maim engraved on the hearts of a grateful people, and 
he, by his novela and religious |ji:acts, has built up a 


memorial for him.self far more lasting than any of 
bttiss or stone. 

The Rev. Mr. Mojaoomdar feelingly n^ferred to 
Bunkim Cliandra’s connection with the Cateutta 
University Institute in his cajiacity of Uu> President 
of the Literary Section, and pointed out liow ho 
was a stuvlent all hii life. Speaking of the plan 
of his work, the learned s{>caker said : He aHsimi* 

lated, he c.>nccived, he expressed.'* In this, wc also 
feel sure, lay the s. crot of his succohs. To Uko 
an example which readily occurs to eveiylaxly, 
the plots of some of his novels vane suggested l>y 
English novels. But he gave such a local cuhmiing 
to whatever he borr<*wtM|, he made every tiling his 
own so thoKuiglily, he aviapted evei Ythiiig to the eon- 
ditiouKof Iiidiun social life .so artUticallyclliat \ve forgot 
to think of the original in our admiiatt»>n of tlie skill 
of the artist and the wisdom of the mctral teacher. 
Fora monii teacin-r Bunkim undoubtielly was througli> 
out his lile. As Mr. Mf^ziniidar incidenlal}y rnenHoiied, 
if the ](*s.s*>ns laugld l»y Idni l)e earelbliy gamyred 
and laid t-.‘ lirail, Bunkim will br< foufcl to hi a 
greater refonnei than many of il c p»s)fossed reformers 
of the day.

On the north-west corner of tlie Green” stood 
tho old St. John’s Cluneli built in 17l(k To tlie north- 
east corner, oh tlie site of St. Andrew s Chureli, was 
erected a coui t house for the Mayor in 1727,|^from 
whicli is to bo dated the lirst introduction of the 
English law in our land. There was a hospital here 
from some time before this. Close by was Lai Bazar, 
said to have been set up by one Lalmohan By sack, 
an early settler wlio had excavated also tire Laf Digi. 
Kasai tola was then a suburb, and Chovvringi a dense 
forest. From Cliaudpal Qhat all to the south extended

From Oonsiihu'ations <4 safety “ lh<^ Indian 
mcrcVianis e»f the colony, says Drine, ' regnested and 
(d)tained pmuaission to diig a ditch at thew' own ex- 
pense round tin* Clornpanv’.s boundary from ihe 
noi tliern jeud of Clmtianutiy to the soutliern pai t of 
Oovin ipur. Titis would extend seven mihss, wlnh^ 
tin; force to del^md it did not exeiHsl MtK) Europeans 
and oflO peons. In six months three miles were 
linislied, when tlio inhabitants, seeing ibat no Mali- 
rattas luid ever beau on tin; western sitle of tlie river, 
wdtliin sixty miles of Calcutta, arnl that Aliver<li 
exerted Iriinself vigorou.sly to |)revent their incursion.s 
into tin:; iBland of KasimtKimr, discontintled the work, 
which from the occasion was calhnl the Mahrattu 
Ditch." It was originally projioseii to carry Uie 
ditcli leaving out Halsi Bagan. But Omichatul lived 
there; at'd exeidxsd his influence to have his residence 
included within itscircUa Traces of tlie old Mahratta 
Ditch are yet visible about the Shambascav Bridge. 

From 1742 to 1750 is the most intereating period 
for review in the history of Old Calcutta. There is 


the map left by Orme, arul there is the account 
by Holwidk to helji us in our researcb. Orme s map 
represents Calcutta, lis it was in 1.75(h just bd'ore its 
capture by Suraja Dowla. It appears t> have reiudied 
much enlarged * bounds, and extended within the 
Mahratta Diicli, iuclmling tire out-districts of Bania- 
pakur, Pataldauga, Taugia and Dollond within its 
fimits. Beyond lay the Salt Watoi Lake, then much 
huger and d^^e{>ei-, and overfhAving every year during 
the rains. The area which Daknitta covered in those 
days was 8. .’>22 1 /igahs; or half the ground 011 which 
it now* wtauds. Out ol tliese 8 , .>22 bigalis, the 
Company owned 5,472 bigahs, Such places as Hogul- 
kuria, Snnia, Mir/.apuj, Malauga and others tlieii 
heionged to other zemindars wlio for many years 
declined to alien vfe them to llte English.

From people enchislng os much ground it pleased 
them round their houses, the heart of Calcutta itt 
the oldon times abounded with gardens and tiinks 
that are all now in the suburbs. The names of some 
of these ancient gardens still survive, They are 
Jorabagan, or two side-by-»itie gardens 7 Bambagan^ 
named from some one called Earn ; fcett Bagan, which 
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beloBg^d to tho Settw ; Ratan Siixsar’s Qaixien ; Chore- 
bagao, the quarter of the thieves ; Surtiban, which 
had been won in a lotteiy ; Nandanbagan, Halsibagan, 
and Hatibagan, the depfit of elephants. A few of 
the old tanks of that period are Shainpukur, Bhang- 
pukur In Muthoor Sen's Garden Lane, tiow filled up ; 
Hanspukur, also filled up ; the largo Machooabazar t)r 
Bysack Digi, Hazuri Mai's tank in Bowbazar, Bania- 
pokur, and tlie Lai I Digi oi* Tank S<|uaro. 

One proof of tbe extension of the town and the 
increase of its population is afibrded I)}’ the lunnher 
of its bazars. There were, according to Hoi well, “ no 
fewer than eighteen of them, great and small.'' Tlic 
Barabazar headed them all. Next to it was Lai 
Bazar, where European good.s were .sold. 1'ho other 
bazars of note were Baugbazar, so called from a 
huug or garden ; Shainbazar, Shovalmzar founded by 
one Shovaram Ghosh ; Hautkholabiizar, Rambazar, 
near Pathiiriaghat, founded by Ram of Rambagan ; 
Machooabazar, the fisli market ; Murgihatta, the fowl 
market, and Jaunbazar.

To the readers of the Calcutta University Maga- 
zine, it may be a pleasant nurpriso to 
great Ram Mohuu 
Roy’s name finds a |>laco in one of 
those incomparable volumos that make up the Diary 
of Henry CraVib Robins* m, the friend and associate 
of Lamb, Coleridge, Wordsworth, and a whole host 
of other shining lights of tbe time. To our mind, 
it is, perhaps, the most fascinating of latter-day 
literary diarie.s; and it would be but doing tbe barest 
justice to its merits to chaiacterize it as a grand 
repertory of the wit and wistlom of the choice and 
master spirits of England in tlie first half of the 
present century, chronicled by one of the funniest and 
most even-balanced of htiman souls. It is not proper 
that our reader.s should Ix) kept long from what the 
keen-witted English diaiist has got to say with regard 
to the distinguished Bengalee. Describing a dinner- 
party given in honour of the Raja, under date Octo- 
ber I7tn, 1831, Orabb Robinson thus jots down his 
impressions of the great Hindu : — ** Went to Highbury 
by way of Perceval Street. I arrived late at Mr. 
Bischons, having mistaken the dinner-time by an 
hour. Of little moment this, I found a large party 
assembled to see the lamoiis Brahmin. Ram Mohun 
Roy published a volume entitled ' The Precepts of 
Jesus/ closely resembling a work for which a French- 
man was punished under Charles X, it being alleged 
that to select the moral parts of the Go.s[>el, exclud- 
ing the supernatural, must be done with the 
insidious design of recommending Deism, Thai Ram 
Mohun Roy was a Deist, with Christian morals, is 
TOssible. He took core, however, not to lose caMe, 
tor tbe preservation of which the adherence to 
iwecise customs is required, not the adoption of any 
mode of thinking/ lie dicKl ip. the year 1838, and 


I was informed by Mr. Crawfoitl, who was acquainted 
with the Brahmin's man-servant, that during the 
last years of his life he was assiduously employed in 
reaiiing tlu^ Shastemt, — the holy soriptures of his 
Churcli. Voltaire says somewhere, that were he a 
Brahmin, ho would die witli a cow s tail in his hand. 
Ram Mohun Rny tiid not deserve to be coupled with 
the Frencli scoffer in tins way. He tms a highly 
estimable character. He believed as much of Chris- 
tianitv as one could reasonably expect any man 
would believe Avho was brought up in a faith in- 
cluding a mucli larger portion 4>f miraeulous 
pretension.s, without being trained or even permitted, 
probably, to inve.Htigate and compare evidenco. He 
teas <i fine man, and very inieresti ng, though 
differeiU ft‘>m what 1 expected. He had a broad 
laughing Wire. He tiilked Englkh very well — letter 
than most foreigners Unfortunately, when 1 saw 
him, he tallco*! on khiropeari politics, amt gave ex- 
pimsion to no Oriental sentiment or opinion. Not 
a word was .said by him tliat might not havej>eeu 
said by a Euro|>ean, This rather <lisa}>}>ointc<l ; 
so after dinner I played whwt, of w)»ich I was 
ashamed aftei'ward.s.*' The extract speaks for itself 
and hardly needs any comment.

nating branch of study to the critic and the student 
of literature. From this point of view, we have always 
maintained tliat Mr. Huttons consitleration of the 
earlier and later styles of Wordsworth, a paper which 
is inclmled in the volume known as Worihfr }rtli tna, 
is of Bingular intere.st. The manuscripts ?iow |>ub!ish- 
ed thi’fiw a flood of light on this branch of the subject. 

Anotlier useful purpose they serve. In the pop‘ular 
mind, Southey, Coleridge and Wordsworth are liidved 
together and thought of at the same time ns the Lake 
Pools. But it may well bo doubted if there was very 
muchmore in common between S^mthey and Words- 
worth for example, than residence in* the Lake D s- 
tricls. Tl>e epoch-making prefaces to (lie Lyrical

We refer to the ancient temples as only fine of lh>' 
things to wliich our hiHt‘>rical 
students can ppditably direct their 
attention. There are otlter things 
jiH well waiting for 0^*^ hand of the energetic worker in 
India, l ake, for example, old Sanski it, man»H(»ripts 
All who know East Bengal, know also that theit^ 
are hca|)s of manuscripts written in the olddasliione l 
style on pahndoave.s, perhaps moth-eaten and diist- 
covered, in the p<;ssessiou of Pundits or families 
of Pundits, the organisers and teacliers of once 
ilouri.shing tols. These may not he exactly dis- 
coveries — we mean marai.scripts of works ait<>getln'r 
unknown to the worlfl of Oriental scholars — but they 
may give us new versirms of old ami familiar things 
quite as interesting in their own way. And wliat is 
true of East Bengal may also he true of oilier ancient 
Beats of Sanskrit learning. Why not, to .start witli, 
form a sort of con'esponding Society, with its centre 
in Calcutta, and begin enquiries ? We krv>w at lca.st 
a few who have devoted their wliole life to the cause of 
literature, who would he glad to co-operate in the matter.

Some of these catalogues 
heve been publkh^, and we learn from them that the 


number of separate works in Sanskrit, of which manu^ 
scripts are still in existence, amounts to about 10,000, 
Tbtii is more, I believe, than the whole cla.ssical litera- 
ture of Greece and Italy put together. Much of it, 
no doubt, will be calleii mere rubbish, but then you 
know that even in our days the writing® of a very 
eminent philo?ioplier have been called ‘ mere mbhisb. ''

MR. MOZUMDAR ON BfJNKIM CHUNDRA 
CHATTERJEE, 

It is a source of great pleasure to ua to be able io 
place before our reariers tlie full text of the deepiy 
thoughtful arid brilliant speech delivered by the 
Rev. Protab Cimiidra Mozuiudar on the occasion of 
unveiling tlie portrait of the late Bunkirn Chiiiidra 
Chatterjeo, in the Oalcutta University Institute:— 

Dr. Guru Das Banerjee and Oentlemen,— Ii 
is a pleasant and grateful fact to the nianv friends 
of the illustriouB Bnnkirn Cliuiidra CliatteVjee that 
the students of Oalcutta have taken the first .step 
to pei-petuate his nieinory in liis native province. 
He was a student all his life, but his studies did not 
end in reading and writing books ; they gradually 
took the form of bright and exquisite cuUure which 
shall long remain an example to all aspirants of 
scholarship. He associated himself with us as one of 
the first of our colleagues wlien we founded and 
•worked out the Society for the Higher Trainino- of 
Young Men, now changed into the Calcutta Uinver- 
iSity Institute. From the vei7 beginning to his dying 
day he remained the President Of the literary section • 
and some of you will remember the splendid lectures 
which he gave in this building as well as in the 
Sunday classes, which he helddn his own house. But 
our loviug admiration for Bunkira Chundra’s memory 
is not 80 much for what \e wrote or said as for what 
he wa8. Hk porsonaiity was greater than all his 


learamg, all his writing, and all that ho ever taught 
and we gather round him because we look upon him' 
ns one of the few real goiiiusea of whom Bengal 
uuglit boast in this \ictoi’iau era. His genius was a 
very complex structure. Ho a-ssimilateJ. be conceiv- 
ed, be exjire.s.sed^ Readers are many, ns-similators are 
tew. Just as Slmkespeare assimilnted classical aii<l 
contemporary liuirature to produce King Wand 
Llainlet, ju.st as Milton assimilated Homer and Dauui 
and the English Bible to iiroduco his Paradi.se Lost] 
just 08 our own M. M. Dutta aasimilated European 
(uid i.atioiuil literature to produce his immortal 
Alegbaiiadba Hadlia, so Butikim Cliundra aasimilaled 
a English and Sanskrit lileraluro. All that ho road, 
all that he thought, he di.i not merely hoard in his 
niiiid, but these .stii-Iies fiuislied in bis mind certain 
grand conceptions «,f bunion nature taking the forms 
of cliiuiu'ter.H, li.itb maseiiiiiie and f'emii.ino, with 
which bis works are replete. lie not only recast the 
Bengalee language Init he recast tlie Bengalee con- 
ceptions of cliarueter ; and if my colmtrvuu(i^Jl and 
counlij women will try to be like the ideal wlitcli he 
sot forth ill bis writings, tbi'v will be much (.Hitter 
than they now aiy.

It monm theref<>re that tlic KupporUn*s of the exist- 
ence of a fourtli dimension take tliclr stand on 
empiricism l>y extending the conception of space to 
the fourth dimen.^i :)n : and try to confirm its truth 
by numerous phenomena of apport, passage of matter 
througli matter, clairvoyance, et hoc (pimis ornne. 

A ‘Straight liru* is one-dimensional ; a square is a 
two-dimensional regular figure ; a cube is a three- 
dimensional regular solid, The square may be con- 
ceived to bo generated by the motion of a straight 
line in a direction at right angle.s to itself. A cube 
may similarly be conceived to bo generatod by the 
motion of a square remaining parallel to itself, along 
the third dimension. Similarly a four-dimensional 
regular figure a “ four-square,” as it has been styled 
bys ome, may be supposed to be generated by tlie 
motion of a cube along the fourth dimension. A 
.square Inis four angles, and four edges; a cube has 
eight aiigles, twelve edges , and six faces; a “four- 
square” has by analogy sixteen angles, twenty edges 
and twelve faces, each of which last is a cube. The 
angles, etlgcs and faces of a “four-square” are of 
course of a higher order than those of a cube ; and 
Uiis loads us naturally to the conception of a higher 
order of space. Again let a stmighi line be divided 
into two parts, having lengths <x and b respectively.

must be a direction orthogonal to three straight lines 
perpendicular to each other, but this is ineonceivahle 
if we only confine ourselves to the ordinary Euclidean 
or hornaloidal space, as it is called. In the case of 
thiee-dimensional or Iiomaloid/il space, the space 
curvature is zero ; but there ma}" be higher orders 
of space in which such curvature is either po.sitive or 
negative. The characteristic features of our space 
arc not necessities of thought, and the truth of , 
Euclid’s axioms, in so far as tliey specially 
differentiate our space from other conceivable spaces, 
must be established by experience and hy exp^erience 
only. According to Euc. 1, 32, the sum of the angles 
of a plane triangle is equal to two right anglos. 
But this proposition is only true if the curvature of 
space is zero. We all know that in the case of 
spherical triangles, the spherical excess is greater, the 
greater the sides of the spherical triangle. Now in 
the case of all ordinary plane triangles liowevei 

f reat the sides, we do not find any appreciable 
ifference between the sum of the angles and two 
right angles. But if the sides are incoueeivabiy 
great, the curvature may be ap})reciahle, and the sum 
of the angles may differ from two right angles. As a 
matter ot fact some astronoiner.s hav^e fount], during 
their calculations carried on with the greatest po.ssihle 
precision, a negative parallax in the case of some 
very di.stanl .stars. Having regard to the rigorou.s 
exclusion of all errors of observation in the calcula- 
tions, Bueli a negative* parallax could only be 
accounted for by tlio curvature of space, which is 
noticed when only inconceivably great distances are 
dealt with, the curvature l>tdng otliervvise very very 
small The geometry of elliptic space for the first 
time appears in Riernanns Habilitationsschrift ” 
Beltrami Hehnholz, Caviey, Klein, and otliers have 
also developed the subject. To the curious reader 
we leave it as an exercise to prove that in hyperbolic 
space, the circumference of a circle of radius r, is

Suppose in a plane a figure of t«vo-(limensions enclos- 
ed by a line on every side; and tliat there is a mov- 
able object in it. By movements only in the plane 
that object could not escape from that two-dimension- 
ally enclosed space, otherwise than by an opening of 
the line of enclosure. Bv^i if the object were capable 
of moving in the third-dimeusjon, it could be raised 


perpendicularly to the plane to be posiied over, and 
let down again on the otlior side of the line. To two- 
dimensional beings, who could intuitively represent 
to themselves only two-dimensional movomeuts, the 
pis)ceeding just described would seem a miracle. For 
the body which they stijipo.se to be completely 
enclosed must at a cerlain spot vanish for them, 
iu order suddenly to re-appear at another spot. Ex- 
tending tins conception one degree higher, an object 
enclosed in a hollow threo-dimensional shell, e, g., a 
closed l>ag or box, or a room enclosed on all sides by 
walls, may escape from the interior, if it were capable 
of movomeiit in the fourth-dimeimion, otherwise 
than by an opening in tlie surface of cnelosure. 
To us three dimensional beings, such ft proceeding 
would seem a miracl'. But, .similar tacts have been 
observed at spiritualistic fifdncett and many most 
credible and intoiligent men have tcstilied to their 
truth.

and all its parts irintinitely tliin may he conceived to 
lie in the same plane, in a development of space 
in two »]imensions. li tlie ffexihle cool witliout being 
broken has to brouglit back into tlie former figure 
of a .straigiit line, in such a manner that during this 
operation all its parts remain in the same plane, this 
can be done by describing a circle of 3(>0'^ with one 
end of the cord. For two-dimen.sional heings these 
operations with the cord would correspond to what 
we call a knot to tlie cord. We three-dimeiiHional 
beings could however without going througli that 
circumstantial process, untie the knot in a much sim- 
pler way. Merely the turning over of a part of the 
cord would he necessary, so that after the operation 
wvhen all parts again lie in the same plane, the 
cord would have passed through the following posi- 
tions

By the same procoas, but in an inverted sense, w© 
should bo able again to form the knot without being 
confined to a space of two dimensions. If this consi- 
deration, by way of analogy is extended to a knot in 
three-dimensional space, it will be seen that the tying 
and untying of such a knot can only b© effected 
by operations during which the parts of the cord 
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i)o 80 vibo a lioe of double curvature, aa shewn by this 
figure — 



Wo three dimensioiml beings cxiu tie or untie such a 
knot by moving oih^ end of the cord through IMW in 
a plane which is ijiclined towanis that other |)lane 
containing the tw{)*dinieiision>tl narts of the knot.

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CALCUTrA. ITS ORIGIN AND GROWTH. 

(Notes from an old Manuseripi). 

{Continmd from pan€ 25S). 

In length the town remained as before. But com- 
[arising the out-districts of Pataldanga. Baniapukur, 
Tangra, ami J..)<dioud, ii now extemied in breailth 
witliin much enlarged bounds up to the Maliratta 
Ditcli, The Cidtj)ur road was the great arterial road, 
vacross which ran east to we.st several narrow kutcha 
lanes, wide enough for carrier bullocks, doolies, or a 
palky tvi* pass through, better than which an infant 
town, witli small Irafiic and no ideas of sanita- 
tion in those times, could not expect to have. On 
either hand of tbe.se lanes and their by-ianes lay 
most offensive drains. In 1749, an order was 
issuoil to .survey them and make an estimate for their 
improvement to render “ tlie settlement sweet and 
i wholesome." Two years afterwards, in 1751, “the 
: old trees ami umlerwood in and about tlie town" were 
ordere<i to be cut down. If one had surveyed the 
town of that day from tlie top of St. JohnN Church, 
he would have found it doited wdth a few pucka 
houses amidst a sea of hut.s, bazars, tanks, gardens, 
and patches of jungle on all sides excepting the river. 
According to liohveli, the muul>er of potUlidiolders in 
his time was 14,718. Tiie number of families was 
■ 51,132, and tlie population was 409,056 souls. In 
1754, the Company purchased 2,245 bighas in Simla 
i and other quarters from the zamiii^iaivs owning them, 

I and raised rent from them at lls, 3 per bigah -the 
I Nabob not allowing them to exceed thi.s rate. The 
. .several bazars yielded the sum of Rs. 60,000 a year. 

I They were annually tarmed out to the highest bidder 
i in public auction, — the farmer deriving hi.s profits from 
i duty levied on all articles sold in the bazars, and from 
j the sale of monopoHej. Duty was charged on rice, 
paddy, gram, tobacco, ghee, oil, leaves, betel-nut, seeds, 
cotton and thread, at the rate of nine per cent, on 
average. The rate charged on salt was three rupees 
and two annas per cerfl., excepting the salt of Khoja 
Wazid, the Mogul merchant and “ the first great salt 
monopolist, " whose goods 1 l^ere taxed only a rupee a

mauad. Qlaas^iuaking, ohesUmaking, caulkiug, sell- 
ing vermiUon and opium, and fire-works-making, 
were all inonopoIioH to those engaged in them. The 
trade of the port then “ exceo<)ed a million sterling 
a year, and the shipping which annually visited it 
did not fall short of 60 vessels," So little was the 
intercourse with the other side of the river that the 
annual ferry produced no more than Rs. H4. In 
addition to the land-revenue, farms, and toll, the 
Company had an income from “ the commission of 
five per cent, on all sales of houses, boats, and sloo|)s ; 
and on all sums received from the Court.” Slavery 
forming a trade, the registration of the [uirchase of a 
slave was charged with a fee of four rupees and four 
annas a head. Native marriages were taxed at tiie 
rate of three rupees a party — there being an excep- 
tion in favor of " the poor.” The very^d/ia/'ra, or 
public notice, by beat of tom-tom, of the loss of a 
slave, cow, or horse had to be paid for by the party 
concerned. The only articles that went without a 
tax were spirituous liquors and opium — a remarkable 
fact in contrast with the pre.sent out-stili .system. 
The total amount realized by the CyOinpany was Sa. 
Rs. 98,295, exclusive of the revenue of Sa. Rs. 8,836.* 
They made the best in their position of a zamindar. 

The western part— Kumartoli, Hautchola, Jora- 
bagan, and Barabazar, all by the river-side, formed the 
most populous, important and architecturally-adorned 
quarters of the Native town. Here lived those great 
TOnti-actors, who supplied goods for the Company’.s 
investment and made largo fortunes. Here dwelt the 
chief Banians and Bahus, who drov'e a thriving trade 
under cover of the dustuck (dashtakhat) or pas.s-port 
made over to them by their Sahib principals “ The 
Setts of Murshedabad, with the woaltli of princes, 
had a gadi (commercial seat) here. Many of the chief 
officers of the Native Government, Rai Doorluh, Raja 
Manickchaiid, and Futtehchand, had mansions in tlii-s 
part of the town.” The “ upper ten ” of native 
society in those days, made by Govindiram Mitra, 
Bononially Sircar, Vaishnub Das Sett, Omichaml 
Nukoo Dhur, and Raja Rajbullub, all resided here. 

The fii-st Bengali of that day, wa.s Govindiram 
Mitra, Holwell’s "black zamindar,” who lived in 
Kumartoli. In 1720, he became Dew-an to the Euro- 
pean zamindar who, as Judge, Magistrate, and Collec- 
tor in one person, administered the municipal, fiscal, 
civil, and criminal affairs of the Native town. The 
Sahib, changed twice or thrice in a tw'olvo month, 
was a nominal entity. Govindiram Mitra ruled in the 
native community of early Calcutta with sovereif^n 
sway from 1720 to 1752. His family yet exists, but 
has fallen to decay. There yet survive the retnains 
of a large temple, crowned with a lofty cupola, which 
he built in the days of his opulence. "For many 
years it was the most conspicuous object in the 
dty, over which it towered* as the dome of St 
Paul’s dws over the city of London. It was visible 
from a distance of many miles ; and more especially 
from the long reach of the river which terminates at 
Bali Khal.” About the year 1820, the great cupola

came down and has not been put np again. The 
temple we allude to, is the old MnwTeUna, or the 
Nine Jewels, which stands facing the shrine of 
Siddhesikrft Kali a liitio above Shovabassai*, and ib 
now called Jor-Bangla. Next to the Patwlua temple, 
it is the socoud oldest building in Lower Bengal.

PreHent System. 

1. The F.A. and B.A, Examinations are held a 
fortnight after the Entrance Examination. 

Candidates for the Entrance Examination send 
in their applications six weeks before the examina- 
tion. 

3, The promotions of Ist-year ana 3rd-year stu- 
dents, respectively to the 2n<l-yearand 4th-3^ear clas.seB 
take place at the end of June or early in July. 

4. The E.A. and B.A. courses, therefore, extend 
over only eighteen months, whereas by regulation 
they ought Uy occupy two years, 

5. The Registrar allots the papers to the several 
examiners, and each Hoad Examiner arranges the 
order in which the various centres are to be examined. 

6, In the Entrance Examination, for each subject 
there is a Hoad Examiner, who is assisted by several 
Assistant Examiners. 
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7. The Asm^tant Examinerj^ examine about lOb 
papers in a week, and send in the-ie papers, week by 
week, to the Head Examiner for l\is inspection.

At wliatever 
time of the year the Entrance, F.A, and B.A. 
Examinations are held there must be au interrupt it>u 
of class work : and merely altering the time of 
examination will not remedy tl»e delays that aie 
the real defect of the s^ stem now obtaining. 

I do not claim anything oiiginal in my proposid. 
In 181)1 Mr. Nash, who was tlien Registrar, rent all 
schools their provisional results ’ exactly a month 
after the Entjance Examination was over. My plan 
merely carries out his experiment on an extetided 
scale. Inasmuch as some schools must be tiist in 
their results and others last, mine is not a 
perfect system ; yet 1 am f)ersuaded tliat it is an im- 
]>rovement on the system now’ in use, and I l>elit^ve 
its benefits will be wddely appreeiatcfl At any rate, 
every school will get its result much earlier ‘than it 
now does ; and that is a distinct gain.

THE LIFE AND LETTERS OF JOWETT. 

Tbb long expected Li/c and LetUn of JoweU is now 
in the hands of the public, and what a mi tie of informa- 
tion and store house of noble sentimeiite creating 
noble aspirations within us, the book is ! Coleridge 
i>as lieen rightly called the poet of poets, and Jowett, 
too with bis maeterful mind may similarly Iw 
called the teacher of teachers and ruler of riders. 
What then was tlie secret of this influence he exems- 
ed over all who came in contact with him ? W^e would 
say an ardent sympathy -and an ardent conviction; 
the purity of his life and the nobility of his aims; the 
spirit of self-sacriiitw and the lifelong devotion U) the 
great cause of education. We would like to see these 
volumes in the haii.ls of all our young men. and if 
they can imbilie a part even of tliat spirit which 
animated the great master throughout his life, we 
would say tliut Hie time 8|.eiit in going through the 
hook hoH been .spent to some purpose, employed as 
it will be, in gathering impressions which would give 
a new bend and lend a new colouring to their lives, 
i III these days when “ the world is too much with 
■ ,18 ”_it cannot be too often or too strongly asserted 
that this is not all that is necessary for the har- 
! monious development of humanity, that something 
more tl.an this, and let its add something nobler lar 
than thi.H* b« »ougbL after ami steadily kept in 

view before we can expect to have any appreciable 
' amoiint of succe.ss in otir endeavours and happines.s in 
our life. When the salary of the Regius Professor ot 
(Sreek at Oxford was only £40 a year, and repeated

HulBCviptiou ami presented the amount to him. Btit 
! Jowettlwhoalthis stage of his life ineviUbly I'enunds 
one of that noble j»a.stor in GoklsuiitU s pages passing 
i rich with £+0 a vear wrote—" 1 will try to show my 
gratitude in the o'nly way that I am abb. by inerting 
i oner<^V in the work of the Professorship. But I can- 
■ not accept their munificent present.” Again he wrote 
; in a private letter to a friend—" It is a great pity that 
though he (the poor professor) lov&s money, wluch he 
believes to he the source of every good, ho could not 
make up his mind to accept it. It does not do. and 
it is not consistent with the dignity of a human 

The spread of this spirit makes for the good of 
society— all will admit, this love of the work— for 
the sake of the work, not for what it brings, tlie 
material advantages it secures to us in the end, wliat 
a grand principle is this. We will not say, with the 
cvnics tUt this spirit does not exist among u.s but 
vve wiil say that we should honour this spirit where- 
over found, and pray that it may prevail amongst us 
with ever-increasing force. 

We have aakl that sympathy was one ot the^latent 
causes of Jowett s influence and usefulness. He was 
ever ready to help promising young men with advice, 
and when through God’s gioee better davs came, with

The one does not lueviuibiy lead to, or end in, tl»e 
other. Agairi, he might very well liave sjeue/i the 
reference to his old pupils — men wlio sat at his feet, 
and for the forniaiion of wln»se charatrter, for tin.> 
guidance of whose mental eiuugies, tiie Professor iuin- 
selt is responsible to s(Mno extent. Let us note in 
this connection what Ih’ofessor Seelej^ once said in 
one of his inaugural addresses before the Cambridge 
University. ‘‘ In this j)lace they (yf>nng undcrgiadti- 
att>s) will hegiu to foriu tin; views atid opiiiiuiis whieli 
will determine their political career. * * It in^y 

seem a .somewhat exaggerated view of my funetion,

Unfortunately for us, every word of this indictment 
i.s true. No exception can be taken to it. Every one 
who has atiything to do with the management and 
coiitrol of juiblic libraries and reading-room.s wdll 
testify to tlie correctness of tins statement. And 
undoubtedly this is a lamentable tendency, a dangerous 
symptom,

The following are the remarks made by the Indian 
Army Sanitary Commission reviewing the mortality 
for ivSaS:— 

We learn from this table that 78 per eent. of the 
entire registereil mortality was due to uutigabU> or 
preventable disease. It is added that during the 
decade 1876 — 85 thirty^eight millioiis perished in India 
fix>m fevers, cholera, bowel-eoinjdaints ami small pox. 
Attention is also calhKl to tiie fact that eac‘h of tliest? 
deaths represents several cases of ilhiess, amoiuiting 
ill the case of fever to attacks several times over the 
entire pvipulation, ami to tim frightful waste and 
national poverty resulting from this mortality and 
disease. ” 


FICTION. 

No fonn of litoratare i.s so popular in tliese days 
as fiction. It forms the usual reading of ordinary 
persons, who do not aspire to literary eminence or 
real schoiarship. The old and tlie young, ami persons 
of both the sexes, devour it eagerly. If wa tfike the 
trouble of consulting tlie managers of any circuialing 
library, vre will find that the uuuiber of readers of 
fiction exceeds that of any other form of lileratiire. 
Tim publication of a new noveb from the pen of a 
favourite author, create.s a sensation equal tr> that 
produced by the happening of some imp >rtai\t 
cal event atiectingp tlie vital interests of tlie country. 
It may, therefore, be reasonably supposed that a few 
observations on the rise and development of fiction will 
not be out of place in the columns of this magazine. 

The earliest form of thuiou is represented by folk* 
lore and fairy tales. In every country, especiaiiy 
in Eastern ones, such as India and Persia, we find 
that such stories are plentiful and very popular 
in the early stages of the life of the natron, 'Fhey 
exercise a great influence, in what may ho called tin? 
heroic age of a nation's history. As examples, we 
may cite the wi<]e popuhiri ty of such hooks as 
Grimm’s Fairy Tales or Hans Andei'sen’s Fairy Stories 
in Europe, and the reputation of Panchatantni, 

, Hitopodesa, GuUstan, Bagobahar, and Alif Lelta 
in the East* In these V>i>oks, w© fimi accounts of 
supernatural feats of giants and monsters; we learn 
a good dcuil of philosojdiy and morality from birds 
and l>ea8ta, wlio are gifted with a power of speech 
and eloquence, which our fi>reni 08 t orators might 
envy. I do not wish to undervalue the merits of this 
kind of literature. I Vvelieve that there is more of 
practical wisdom in ASsop’s Fables than in any book, 
except Shakespeare. But in an age, when every- 
body is anxious to find out the truth, ami when even 
a little boy on hearing a new story asks ** Papa, is 
that true?” this form of literature cannot wield a 
power over the minds of men; ittherefore gradually 
ceased to be produced except as regards some books 
of riurse^ tales written for juvenile readers. 

The aim of all kinds of fiction is to inculcate 
lessons of morality for the benefit of its readers. 
The drama, wbich is the second kind of fiction we 


will eonHidcr bore, is eminenily fitted to carry out 
such an end. It analyses human ebaraeUu, tHiman 
thouglits ami yumious, by the speeclies of its vatjous 
actors, rhe drama was iniiiicnsely nopular in the 
sixteenili and soventeenth centuries. ShakeH|>eare mid 
Ben Jotvsam Conicltic, Eacine, ami Molien* will live 
m long as tln.s world hints. These works will l>e read 
by tlKnisamls with jiretit and pleaHmiA^ and they ivill 
draw, ft’om classic pag»;*s, IcMHuns of' wisdom and 

morality to guide them through the vliflkmlties of this 
workl Ihit the influence of dramas lias flmduuHl 
con^i'ienibly in Englami in recent tiimm. There has 
hecn no great dramatist in England in t)ie present 
century, akliough many great p‘>cts, sucli an Byron 
and Tennyson, have written dramas which are* 
however, net of great merit> and wiU HUfircrjly ba 
rcmemberevl by posterity. I'he play.s tlutt are gener- 
ally enieded. in thcH© tlavs in .an Kngiisii theatre, are 
genernlly written \>y the iniinager of the ida^diouse, 
and aie neosdy adajne 1 the tastes i>( iiie audieuee 
ami possess no iiteraiy ment whatever, Thi^ drama 
has Viecn replatsHl by the rmvel the most pJHV'%rfnl 
fonn of ii<'tiou. As a matter of facr a novel 
ami a w/?rk of fiction ao* gemoally nnoposetl in 
these tlays to mean one luei the sjtme tinng. We 
liave, however, used tlie term th'tr»n in its more 
general atel literal sense, and hrivo^ ineUri-' 1 novels 
a particular t.irtn of hterainre +0 that kind. 
Novels are a morv‘ e!He'i)rat,e Hjoevies of evun|e,rd- 
tion thfin dramas, and aff od un am;.*ier scooe h,u 
the develojmn'nt of ehararter. lia i Shake qe-an: and 
Ben Jonsou lived in ihesv^ timeH^ it vs \o.^i y jinhoilile 
that, ihr'Y wmnld have written iheu best wvoks in 
the bum of three- volu lived novei-^, rntlMu than tliat 
of five-act <iramaH.

But the average novel is a belt-‘r Unm of littratv'' 
produetion tiian an average drama, and iieneo its 
popuhiiity over the other. 

Ne>vels are ‘d '’srious kinds, ami shouM l>e con- 
sidered under various heads, ’idm liistoiical novel 
tlie chief type of vvhieli is the works of Sir W' alter 
Scott. take.s up a lustorical event and enlarges on it 
by inserting a nrrinber of iiniiginary things, so as to 
make it attra<*li ve and iiiteresting. IfserveM to make 
hiHtory j)o{)ular, and imparts infoiunafeion to people 
who have not the patience to go throiigli the big 
volumes in winch histories of particular periods arc 
written. The great Duke of Marlborough had the 
camlour to acknowledge that all tliat he knew of 
Engliali history was ilorived from Sltakes pear© s plays. 
And after all, Imw much history have wo not learnt 
from Scott and Dumas ? 

The society novel of which Thackeray’s are the 
prototypes, paints society as it is, and poifvts out its 
vices so that they may be remedied. But Thackeray 
is more of a satirist than a writer of novels* and the 
cynical humour, which be displays in his writings* 
Bometime%,is carried to excess, and thus fails to prodaoe 
Uie desired effect.
